1 .Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chang et al. in view of Peng et al for the same reasons as set forth In paragraph 4 of 
the first office action filed 5-23-05. Common assignment at the time the invention of the 
instant application was made with Chang et al. has not been stated. Chang et al. is still 
available as a reference under 35 USC 102(e) even though now commonly assigned 
with the instant application. 

2. Claims 1-34 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1^1-24 of U.S. Patent No. 6873382 
in view of Peng et al. for the same reasons as set forth in paragraph 5 of the first office 
action. 

3. Claims 1-34 are rejected under the first paragraph of 35 USC 1 12 for the 
same reasons as set forth in paragraph 2 of the first office action. Applicants' argument 
that other methods of patterning amorphous electrodes may be obvious is 
unconvincing. The method in the specification is limited to ITO or IZO amorphous layers 
without guidance as to other materials which are usable as electrodes, change from 
amorphous to crystalline with light exposure and are removable in the amorphous state 
without removing the crystalline state. Etching agents other than oxalic acid are also not 
disclosed. Peng et al. shows that the methods of pg. 24 and 25 of the specification are 
not obvious from other methods of patterning electrodes so that other methods would 
not be apparent to one skilled in the art from the methods disclosed in applicants' 
specification. 

4. It is noted that foreign priority is still claimed in the oath. The rejection using 
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Nakata et al. is withdrawn since Nakata et al. does not disclose two patterned 
electrodes in the locations required by the claims as argued by applicants.
